| am also vice president of Dave Lee's Happy Holidays —- a charity that provides holidays for 
sick, disabled and underprivileged children 

During my career | have also managed London rock bands The Cockney Rejects and The Blood. 
| am married with five children and am a fan of Chariton Athletic.
